Norvac Electronics is the builders paradise. If it is 
electronic and if you can look long enough, they have it 
at Norvac. Located in the old Koll Business Center at 
7940 SW Nimbus Ave in Beaverton, they are conve- 
niently located for most of us. 


lf you need parts and are too far away, they will take 
orders over the phone and UPS the product to you. They 
even take personal checks. 


Onarecent visit with Tim Baker, the general manager, he 
gave me ashort history lesson about Norvac. As usual, 
the story is more interesting than you might have thought. 
Norvac was started in 1978 by Keith Dodd, a merchant 
marine. 


He operated the store out of the proverbial garage before 
moving to a location on Hall Blvd. Later they moved into 
the huge (10,000 sq ft) store which is their current 
location. They also have two other stores. One in Salem 
and one in Eugene. 


Product lines include Wire, Coax, Connectors, screws 
soldering supplies, PC boards, lamps, knobs, comput- 
ers, plugs, Amidon, Chemicals, test equipment galore 
and of course books.

Station of the Month

Walking into the shack of Paul Schaff, WB7BBG, makes 
you want to work portable. Everything about the station 
is ready to go. It all works on 12\V, it is all small and it can 
all be transported in just a few minutes to an emergency 
site. Paul is in a constant state of readiness. 


Paul got started in radio 16 years ago and has been in 
nearly every phase of our hobby. His station consists of 
a Kenwood TS 430S, Packett station, Kaypro CPM 
computer (must have batteries in series) and an Argo- 
naut 509 CW rig. He is of great help to new hams and will 
assist anyone having problems getting packett going. He 
is active in ARES (net control) and enjoys QRP work. On 
a trip to the Canadian Rockies, he worked Texas on 40 
CW using two watts into a longwire. His traveling 
companions were impressed. 


Paul is the chairman of the American Red Cross Radio 
Advisory Group and assistant District Emergency Co- 
Ordinator for district 1 of ARES. He serves as ARES net 
control one night a week and joins in the net every other 
night. He also works Maritime net lots and passes traffic 
when needed. In spite of all this emergency work, 15M 
CW is still Paul’s favorite mode. His tribander assures a 
strong signal. 


One last thing. While visiting with Paul, he gave me the 
drawing of the 2M emergency antenna shown elsewhere 
in this newsletter. | built two of them and they work great.

Paul, WB7BBG 
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Here are a few suggestions for the WD4JNS J-pole antenna. 


1. You will note that finished length is 54 inches, but it's a good 
idea to start witha piece a few inches longer (or just work from 
the end of a coil of cable) and then trim to size when done. 
That way if you have a problem you can just cut off the bottom 
end and don't have to discard the whole thing. 


2. Start at bottom and work up step by step. 
3. Coax can be any length. 


4. Use UHF (PL-259) Plug on coax and then add adaptor for 
BNC if you want to use with hand-held transceiver. 


5. "Shave" plastic off of wire very carefully. If you cut through 
the wires where the coax attaches just cut off this part and 
start over. 


6. Be sure to tin exposed wires and ends of coax before trying 
to solder them together. 


7. Cut to total length of 54 inches and attach loop. If you have 
a VHF SWR meter availabel then start a little longher and trim 
one-eighth inch at a time while testing for low SWR at a 
frequency of 147.00 Mhz. 


8. Final step is to tape coax to cable. Heat shrink tubing can 
be used instead of tape if you desire. 


9. Suggestion: For a stable installation try threading antenna 
and coax through a piece of PVC tubing and stand on floor in 
corner of room. If necessary move it around for best signal. 
A slight change of location may make a big difference. 


10. If you have questions, call 244-7420. | will be glad to help 
you with SWR meter.
